A QUANTITY of penicillin has 
arrived at the Veterinary Col- 
lege, Ballsbridge, Dublin. It is not 
possible to state at present the 
source of supply, but it is learned 
that it was presented by veterinary 
colleagues who are anxious to do 
everything possible to facilitate the 
college in any work that tends 
towards the improvement of the 
live-stock industry. - . 

The value of penicillin so far as the 
live-stock industry is concerned has 
yet to be explored, but it is stated 
that the veterinary profession are 
in the happy position that this drug 
can be experimented with under 
conditions which are not available 
to the medical profession. 

It,also is learned that, during the 
period in which the drug is under 
trial, it will not be made available 
to medical practitioners. 

As the Veterinary College, Balls- 
bridge, is under the control of the 
Department of Agriculture, the 
Department will offer all facilities 
for the initial experimerts at the 
college.

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TAKING STOCK 
The results of periodical stock- 
takings are among the essential 
materials on which merchants and 
manufacturers measure progress 
or retrogression. In the absence 
of such records profit and loss 
accounts become matters of 
dangerous guesswork, Supplying 
opportunities to re-assess  values, | 


they enable the trader to relate 


his possessions to trends in public 
habits and changes of fashion. 
Without such». records the 
merchant cannot detect the weak 
spots in his organisation, nor 
can the factory owner determine ‘ 
which of his machines should be 
preserved and which consigned to 
the scrap-heap. Nevertheless, such 
facts and figures provide no insur- 
ance against misleading conclu- 
sions... Though essential as guides 
to policy, they are but—so to 
speak—the raw materials upon 
which to found future pro- 
grammes and plans. Everything 
that really matters depends on 
their interpretation. Supplied with 
equally full and _ trustworthy 
records, one trader may be unable 
to relate them to what may be 
described as the imponderable or 
speculative elements in commerce, 
whereas another—possessed of 
vision and  imagination—may 
accept them as indicating the need 
of completely new policies and 
methods. Fully alive to the 
dangers of pursuing a metaphor 
beyond certain limits, we turn to 
inquire whether, and in what 
respects, such stock-taking prin- 
ciples can be applied to move- 
ments in the sphere of social and 
economic life. What, if anything, 
of value can be derived from a 
retrospect of, let us say, the past 
fifty years’ ups and downs in the 
civic life of our cities and country- 
sides? To what extent might such 
a review help us to forecast civic 
tendencies and achievements 
during the coming twenty or 
thirty years? To put the question 
in another form, What are likely 
to be the practical values of all 
the national stock-taking efforts 
that now are being made on a 
scale, and with degrees of pre- 
cision, never before attempted? 
Notable examples of such efforts 
to base coming developments on 
past experience, on exhaustive 
surveys of physical and economic 
data, and on ascertainable trends 
in public opinion, are to be found 
in ten and twenty year plans for 
rural electrification and arterial 
drainage; in the seven year pro- 
grammes of Dublin Corporation 
and other local authorities for the 
disposition and construction of 
tens of thousands of new dwel- 
lings; in plans for thousands of 
miles of: modern highways, and 
in those for the reorganisation of 
public transport and agriculture 
which yet have to be re- 
vealed. 

Are all these and other plans 
too ambitious and revolutionary 
to give promise of’ oe hie 
What do we find when they are 
set against the backgrounds of 
advances made within the memory 
of thousands of to-day’s citizens? 
Let us take a few examples from 
comparatively “ recent. departures 
in Dublin’s public utility services. 
Fifty years ago public telephone 
and mechanical transport services 
were regarded as visionary possi- 
bilities. To-day the “dial” is an 
accepted item in the equipment 
of the commercial establishment 
and the homestead; and the 
electric tramcar arrived only to 
be displaced by the mobile 
omnibus. Forty years ago the 
slum was regarded as an unavoid- 
able ingredient in the city’s 
make-up. During those forty 
years “tens of thousands of 
dwellers in insanitary tenements— 
under a new housing dispensa- 
tion—have been provided with 
municipal flats or suburban 
cottages. Within the same forty 
years electric light and power 
have revolutionised conditions in 
the homestead and the factory. 
Less than- forty years ago the 
Liffey was an open sewer, and the 
cesspool and ashpit were recep- 
tacles of disease-laden sewage 
deposits. To-day public opinion 
loudly demands that the last 
traces of these and other menaces 
to the citizen’s health shall finally 
be eliminated. Behind these, and 
other advances too many to 
enumerate, were sporadic stock- 
taking activities. To-day there are 
the will ahd the means for more 
complete diagnoses of the diseases 
that remain to afflict the civic 
organism. As the values of fifty 
years ago have been revised in 
the light of experience and 
achievement, the need and means 
for further revisions begin to 
appear and multiply. An era 
of comparative complacency has 
given way to a new age of 
“divine discontent” with long- 
accepted civic compromises. New 
and powerful social impulses 
appear. As they multiply, and 
become ever more insistent, civic 
stock-takings become more com- 
plicated—but also more necessary. 
What remains to be seen is 
whether new social driving forces 
are to be dissipated in the 
pursuit of ill-defined and nebulous 
ideals, or wisely directed into 
channels of practical achieve- 
ment. The answer to that ques- 
tion lies mainly with those who 
are responsible for carrying on 
the work of national stock-taking 
as the indispensable foundation 
of. sound social and economic 
policies. It is no simple matter 
to assemble and produce a con- 
spectus of all the necessary facts. 
and tendencies, Their true inter- 
pretation calls for a high order

Equally, 
and for the same reasons, the 
Allied Command must. have 
Mandalay. It seems clear that 
the thrust from the north now 
will be the main one; but it must 
not be forgotten tha the 
‘Fourteenth Army troops, who 
landed near Akyab’ early this 
year, and of whom little has been 
heard in recent months, also 
menace the town, from a distance 
of 230 miles. If General Stilwell 
succeeds in taking Mandalay, the 
oilfields will be between him and 
the Atakan. forces, and the only 
line of supply for the defenders 
will be up the Irrawaddy itself. 
The General, however, must look 
not only to the south, but to the 
east, where the Chinese troops in 
the Salween valley are barely 60 
miles from his lines. Upon their 
success in effecting a junction 
between the: two armies will 
depend the future of supplies to 
China; for the Ledo road must be 
pushed through to join the Burma 
road before road transport can 
operate once more. Aijr traffic 
from Assam to China, over “ the 
Hump,” already is carrying a 
steady flow of goods; but any 
substantial supplies of heavy arms 
and industrial equipment must 
wait until the lorries roll again. 
The fighting in Burma is going 
forward in the filthiest imaginable 
weather. The monsoon still has 
at least a month to run, and at 
present is in its very worst 
period; constant rain makes flying 
difficult and dangerous, and 
activity on the ground is 
hampered by the boggy state of 
the jungle paths.

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EIRE HAS TOO MANY 


CHEMISTS 
SHORTAGE IN ENGLAND 


WHILE English pharmacists face 
the greatest shortage of qualified 
chemists since the last war, the 
numbers entering the profession in 
Eire are more than the country can 
absorb. In England pharmacists 
have had to turn business away and 
close down, simply because they 
could not get qualified men; in this 
country there are qualified chemists 
willing to accept employment across 
the water. But the problem is not 
so eéasily capable of solution 
because of the absence of any 
reciprocal agreement between the 
two countries providing for the 
recognition of chemists’ qualifica- 
tions. In England a chemist who 
has qualified in Eire has no status. 
As one prominent Dublin chemist 
aptly put it yesterday: “ He might 
as well a plumber.” And a 
chemist - who. qualifies either in 
England or Nofthern Ireland is not 
recognised in the 26 counties. Yet 
the examinations for chemists in 
both countries are more or less of 
the same standard; the standard of 
dispensing here is as high as in 
England. 

A prominent pharmacist, with 
whom an /rish Times reporter dis- 
cussed the matter yesterddy, said 
that the overwhelming majority of 
chemists in Ireland were opposed to 
the conclusion of any reciprocal 
agreement. Many of them, he said, 
felt that the lifting of the restric- 
tions on chemists with English or 
Northern Ireland qualifications 
would result in a major influx of 
such chemists into the country after 
the war. It might even mean the 
opening here of big English multiple 
pharmacies to compete With Irish 
pharmacies. In any event, he 
pointed out, the English profession's 
present difficulties were purely of 
a temporary nature, and were 
caused by the calling up of different 
age groups for service or war work. 
While the existence of a reciprocal 
agreement would obviate the neces- 
sity for’so many English pharmacies 
closing down at present, it would: 
only provide employment for. Irish 
chemists for the war's duration. 
The subject, he said, had been 
threshed out at a meeting held in 
Dublin fifteen years ago, and 
it had been decided to make no 
representations for the conclusion 
of any reciprocal- agreement. It

The 
Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland 
has been meeting every month since 
1875, and I can’t find evidence of 
work done, except the throwing of 
bouquets or bricks. at each other 
during all that time. 

“Why is two years’ chemistry 
still crammed into one year? ... 

“The study of mould-chemisty 
has been instituted in the schools 
of the British Pharmaceutical 
Society for some time. When will 
similar’ facilities be available to the 
student at the Pharmaceutical 
School of Chemistry, 67 Lr.
